TOKYO (October 10, 1911): The Ambassador to Japan has just 
signed a mutual defense pact with the Meiji .Government of Japan. 
Though the partlculars of the treaty were not made public it is be- 
lieved that the recent crises between the United States and Rus3la 
has caused the Imperial -Government to seek allies in the East, 
Also rumored is that the Grand Duke renounced all Russlan interests 
in Korea 'and guaranteed Japanese sovereignty over Koreao 

SEOUL (November. 3, 1911): The mllitary representatives of Rus- 
sia and the Empire of Japan announced today that the two countrles 
would carry out joint military maneuvers ln northern Korea, The 
milltary games are alleged to åmprove the armed forces of both na- 
tions and to better prepare them for defending the East against 
any western Imperialisme 

Nearly one million men will participate ln the games» Also 
the Japanese Navy will use their newest battleships recently pur- 
chased from the United State So
